Ford Orders $300 Million 
Released For Home Building

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (U PI) — 
President Ford today unlocked 
the 
U.S. 
Treasury 
to 
fight 
inflation for the first time since 
last 
week’s 
elections 
and 
ordered $300 million used to 
help 
finance 
mortgages 
on 
existing houses, 
In a speech prepared for 
delivery to a meeting of the 
National Association of Real­ 
tors, Ford said the money will 
come from $3 billion earmarked 
until 
now 
by 
the 
Home 
Purchase Assistance Act only 
for buying mortgages on new, 
single-family homes. 
And, 
answering 
criticism 
from Detroit auto makers and 
other businessmen that his anti­ 
inflation calls dam pened the 
public’s 
buying 
habits, 
the 
President called on Americans 
to buy. 
“ Instead of curtailing pur­ 
chases, I say to consumers 
simply: 
Buy 
wisely, 
shop 
sharper.” 
Ford also warned, “In the 
weeks and months ahead, I will 
call on the American people — 
and I underline people —to 
sacrifice for the national good.”

Ratification 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Coal 
negotiators Wednesday night 
reached agreement on pay and 
benefits 
expected 
to 
bring 
120.000 striking miners back to 
work within two weeks —before 
a coal shortage staggers the 
economy. 
Higher prices for coal are 
certain to follow1. 
'The United Mine Workers of 
America’s 38-member bargain­ 
ing council was summoned to 
Washington to vote whether to 
submit the agreement to the 
rank-and-file for ratification. 
The 
ratification 
process 
is 
expected to take 10 days, and 
the miners, who traditionally 
refuse 
to 
work 
without 
a 
contract, will stay out during 
that time. 
“It’s a very good contract," 
UMW President Arnold Miller 
said. “It’s one I can sell to the 
membership.1 
Some union members, how­ 
ever, said they were prepared to 
vote no if the agreement does 
not meet their needs. 
Louis 
Antal, 
president 
of 
Pittsburgh-based UMW District 
5, said he did not believe the 
bargaining council would ap­ 
prove the contract solely on 
Miller’s say-so. 
“We’re not going to ratify 
anything we think the men 
wouldn’t accept,” he declared. 
Guy Farm er, chief negotiator 
for the Bituminous Coal Opera­ 
tors Association, called it a 
"very good agreem ent.” 
Since 
negotiations 
began 
Sept. 3, he and Miller and their 
delegations had rewritten the 
contract “from the beginning to 
the very end.” 
It provides for $2 billion in 
contributions to the miners’ 
health and welfare fund and an 
increase in monthly pensions 
from $1:50' to $2:50 over the three 
years of the pact. 
It contains a one-time $80 
inflation catch-up bonus, pay 
increases of 9 per cent in the 
first year and 3 per cent in the 
second and third years, and 
cost of living adjustments —one 
cent an hour for each 0.4 rise in 
the 
government’s 
Consumer 
Price Index. 
It gives miners for the first 
time five days paid sick leave 
and pensions for widows. It 
provides for helpers on com­ 
plicated machinery in under­ 
ground 
mines 
and 
heavy 
machinery on surface mines. 


He said federal spending must 
be cut and tax revenues upped. 
But, 
declaring 
he 
is 
no 
“prophet of doom,” the Presi­ 
dent said: 
“Inflation 
will 
be 
cooled. 
Despite some economic weak­ 
ness 
—recession 
—business 
fallback —call it what you will 
—there will be an upturn in the 
nation’s economic patterns. In 


fact, here in Las Vegas where 
it’s legal, I’ll even bet on it.” 
Ford did not predict when the 
economy will m ake the im ­ 
provement. 
Ford flew' from Washington to 
Las Vegas for an economic 
speech to the realtors. Later he 
was flying to Phoenix, Ariz., for 
a news conference with the 
Society of Professional Journal-

Huddleston has announced that 
the following policy on closing of 
schools 
due 
to 
inclem ent 
weather will be in effect during 
the 1974-75 school year: 
The principal of the Arlington 
School, Manilla School, Mays 
School, 
Milroy 
School, 
New 
Salem School or the Superin­ 
tendent of Schools will be 
responsible for the decision to 
close the school as a result of 
inclement weather or any other 
em ergency. Principals shall 
report 
dism issals 
to 
the 
Superintendent as soon as 
possible. 
The Superintendent of Schools 
shall have that responsibility for 
all other schools of the school 
corporation. 
Each driver will be expected 
to exercise his judgement in 
reference to the safety and 
welfare of the students on his 
route. The driver’s judgment 
will be respected. If it should be 
the judgment of a driver that it 
is unsafe to make his run, he 
shall im m ediately call the 
principal or principals of the 
school or schools that he serves. 
Principals shall notify the 
Superintendent 
immediately. 
Safety for school pupils must be 
the first consideration. 
When a school is closed 
because of bad weather, the 
school adm inistration shall 
determine, by 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon on that day, whether 
or not a scheduled activity for 
that day will be held. 
School closing will be an­ 
nounced over the radio as soon 
as it is possible to get it on the

Church Asks Federal For World Hungry 


INDIANAPOLIS (DPI) - The Christian Church 
Wednesday urged President Ford to commit at least one 
million tons of additional food aid on a world-wide basis. 
The Indianapolis -based church said in a telegram to 
Ford that the “current low morale” of the World Food 
Conference now in session “indicates urgent need of 
dynamic new initiatives on the part of the U.S.” “We are 
aware of serious concerns about potential inflationary 
impacts on the U.S. economy of more food aid. . the 
message said. “Nevertheless, we urge you. as President, 
to commit at least one million additional tons of food aid 
as quickly as possible and to commit substantial increase 
in financial support for agricultural related development 
so desperately needed.” “The lives of 40 to GO million 
persons are in jeopardy,” the chruch said.

Kentucky Fugitives Caught At Muncie

4-Lane Section U. S. 31 Opened 


PERU, Ind. (U PI) — Gov. Otis Bowen said Wed­ 
nesday that the hazards of winter driving have been 
reduced on the Indiana polis-South Bend route by a four- 
lane route that is almost complete. Bowen and State High­ 
way Commission Chairman Richard A. Boehning par­ 
ticipated in a ribbon-cut ting ceremony near here at the 
intersection of U.S. 31 and Ind. 16. A section of 7.'37' miles 
on U.S. 31 from Ind. 16 southward was opened in the 
ceremony. The opening means that a motorist driving 
between Indianapolis and South Bend now has interstate- 
type highway except for a 4.7 mile section between 
Carmel and Interstate 465 immediately north of In­ 
dianapolis. "U.S. 31 north from Indianapolis has long been 
one of Indiana's major highway arteries,” Bowen said, 
"Yet until now, that heavily traveled route could better 
have been described as a ‘capillary’ than an artery. This 
major route was infamous for its one-lane bridges.,, its 
narrow and tightly winding curves and its broken and 
uneven surface.” 


Energy Research Hits Congressional Snag 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The Ford administration 
has told top officials of 14 states it wants to triple the 
undersea area off U.S. coasts used for oil and gas drilling 
The proposal got a mixed reaction President Ford and 
Interior Secretary Rogers C1. B Morton outlined the plan 
to governors, governors-elect and lieutenant governors of 
14 states at a 1*2 hour White House meeting Wednesday. 
Ford told them: “We must adopt rigouous conservation 
measures, but it is clear that regardless of what con­ 
servation steps we 'take and what, eventual long-range 
energy policy we adopt, in the near term we must in­ 
crease our domestic production of oil and gas. "I believe 
that the Outer Continental Shelf oil and gas deposits can 
provide the largest source of increased domestic energy 
during the years when we need it the most,.” 


Lindy’s instructor Dies In California 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) — Military funeral services 
were scheduled today for retired Air Force Lt. Col. 
Wilfred G. "Fred" Threader, who taught Charles Lind­ 
bergh's flight instructor how to fly. He was believed to 
have been the oldest U.S. military pilot . Threader, 81, died 
Monday at his Westminister, Calif., home. He began his 
aviation career in the Army Signal Corps., .earning his 
wings in 1914 at North Island, San Diego During World 
War I, he served as a flight instructor at Langley Field, 
Va , w here he taught the pilot who later taught Lindbergh. 
He retired from the Air Force in 1953. 


Nixon Goes Home Today 


LONG BEACH, Calif 
(U PI) - Richard Nixon, 
troubled by touchy blood pressure and other ills, ends 23 
days of hospitalization today. Doctors said he could go 
home to San Clemente to await the W atergate court’s 
medical examiners. The former president’s physician, 
Dr. John Lungren, warned that Nixon’s blood pressure 
shoots up under even minor stress, such as friendly 
conversation. Lungren scheduled a news conference 
today at Long Beach Memorial Hospital. Nixon was

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This column of questions and answers on federal 
tax matters is provided by the local office of the U. S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q* I received. $2,000 in cash as 
a wedding gift, I knew I#m. net 
taxed on this amount, h it can 
I add it to my income to deter­ 
mine my sales tax deduction 
from the tables in the tax form 
package?' 


A. Yes. Tax exempt income, 
such as gifts, social security 
benefits, life insurance pro­ 
ceeds, etc., may be added to 
your other income to compute 
your sales tax deduction from 
the tax form tables. 


Q, I received a bill from the 
IRS which included an “esti­ 
mated tax penalty.*1 What does 
this mean? 


A. In general, the law requires 
that at least 80 percent (66% 
percent for farmers and fisher­ 
men) of the income and self- 
employment tax shown on a 
return must have been paid be­ 


fore the return is filed. This 
payment is due in four install­ 
ments, and at least 20 percent 
(one-fourth of 80 percent) of 
the total tax must be paid by 
the data each installment is 
due. If an installment is under­ 
paid, the taxpayer Incurs a 
penalty of six percent a year 
on the amount of the under­ 
payment unless he qualifies for 
relief under one of the excep­ 
tions provided by law. 
If, when you filed your Form 
1040, you did not submit a 
Form 2210, “Underpayment of 
Estimated Tax by Individuals,1” 
to support your computation of 
the penalty or to explain why 
you believe the penalty does 
not apply and you still believe 
the penalty should not be im­ 
posed., you should file the F'orm 
221.0 now. The form should 
have been enclosed with your 
bill. A copy also may be ob­ 


tained from any IRS office. 


Q. I received a lump-sum pay­ 
ment for accrued, leave upon, 
resigning from 
the Federal 
Government. Is this amount 
taxable? 
A. Yes. Such amounts must be 
included in your income1. 


Q. I know that in order to 
claim my son as a dependent, 
I must furnish more than half 
of his total support for the 
year. Is everything I spend for 
him considered ss total support 
furnished by me? 
A. No. Generally, total sup­ 
port includes expenditures for 
providing food, shelter, cloth­ 
ing, education, medical and 
dental care, recreation, trans­ 
portation, and similar necessi­ 
ties. However, certain items 
are: specifically excluded from, 
total support. Some of these 
are life insurance premiums, 
the purchase of an automobile 
or other large capital expendi­ 
ture, Federal, state or local, 
income tax payments, social 
security tax payments and 
funeral expenses.

Strict enforcement should be 
the penalty for failure to repeal, 
revise or update obsolete laws. 
Misinformed or ill-informed 
Hoosiers turned down one of the 
three proposed Constitutional 
amendments on the ballot last 
election. It should have been the 
least controversial of the three 
proposals, less 
revolutionary 
then abolishing the "check and 
balance” system of having the 
Governor 
and 
Lieutenant 
Goernor run separately which 
has served the state so well in 
the past. 
Losing by a narrow margin 
was an amendment changing 
the wording governing the state 
militia. With the help of the 
Independent candidate for the 
United State Senate, the move 
was misconstrued as related to 
the Equal Rights Amendment, 
and directed toward drafting of 
w o m e n . 
C o m p l e t e l y 
disregarded was the fact that 
women currently serve in the 
National Guard and there is a 
recruiting drive to enlist more 
under existing law's. 
Existing law and the Con­ 
stitution are in conflict, and will 
remain so as a result of voter 
disapproval. It is possible but 
unnecessary and expensive 
duplication for the state to 
completely divorce the National 
Guard governed by statute, 
from the Constitutional Militia. 
The 
Constitution 
makes 
several provisions for the 
Militia, many in conflict with 
existing statutes. In reading the 
provisions, one must remember 
"shall,’’ under the Haw means 
"m ust” while “may” is an 
optional 
act. 
With 
those 
thoughts in mind, let’s examine 
the existing conflicts. 
Article 12 of the 1851 Con­ 
stitution covers the Militia, and 
the requirements. It. has been 
expanded most recently by the 
Indiana Military Code of 1953. 
The Constitution declares: "The 
militia may be divided into 
classes of sedentary and active 
militia,” while the law expands 
definitions with “ sedentary” 
consisting of those of age "who 
do not belong to the active 
militia. The law provides the 
active militia shall be organized 
and "known as the National 
Guard.” 
The Constitution provides the 
G overnor 
"Shall 
appoint” 
certain 
officers, 
including 
‘ ‘ C o m m i s s a r y 
Generals.” The rank dates back 
to Civil War days, and Gover­ 
nors have been in violation of 
the Constitution they have 
pledged to uphold by failure to 
make 
the 
required 
ap­ 
pointments. 
Article 
12 requires: 
“The 
Militia shall consist of all able- 
bodied male persons, between 
the ages of eighteen and forty- 
five years,” which excludes all 
who are over age. It provides: 
"All militia officers shall be 
commissioned by the Governor, 


and shall hold their offices not 
longer than six years.” The law 
provides no person shall be 
eligible for appointm ent to 
command the national guard 
unless he has served ten years 
as a commissioned officer of the 
guard or the Army. 
Adjutant 
G eneral 
Alfred 
Ahner, 
Robert 
More head,, 
commander of the 38th Division , 
and most top staff officers are 
over the 45 year age limit set by 
the Constitution, having worked 
their ways up through the ranks 
of command. None have held, 
the same job over the six year 
limits. 
All have held com­ 
missions for a longer period of 
years. 
The Constitution requires: 
"No person, conscientiously 
opposed to bearing arms, shall 
be compelled to do militia duty: 
but such person shall pay an 
equivalent for exemption; the 
amount to be prescribed by 
law .” Statutes do not provide an 
amount, and no one has "paid” 
since Civil War days, although 
the General Fund could use the 
money. 
With voter rejection, the 
General 
Assembly 
should 
rewrite the law to divorce the 
National Guard entirely form 
provisions of the Constitutional 
Militia article, or stand in 
constant violation. We cannot 
afford to lose the experience of 
current officers, nor the service 
of the many women in the 
Guard. On the other hand, we 
cannot abide with a Governor in 
violation 
of 
Constitutional 
provisions, and statutes which 
are unconstitutional on the face. 
The Traditional Swiss Wine 
Festival held each year in 
Vevay remembered the historic 
grape growing industry, long 
gone from the Ohio River hills. 
Passage of the Small Winerys 
Act shifted focus to the new 
agri-industry in other parts of 
the state. 
Evidently, the Wine Festival 
attracted the wrong type of 
crowd to the Swiss County area 
each year, and it was renamed 
the Swiss Grape Stomp after 
complaints in the community 
about too much drinking. 
The Vevay Town Board, by a 
vote of 2 to 1, defeated a 
proposal which would have 
allowed the festival to continue 
next year. The ordinance does 
not prohibit a festival. . .only 
one centered around grapes, 
wine, or anything similar. It is 
one festival I had always in­ 
tended to visit.

During the past 150 years about 60,000 


wells (excluding water wells) have been 
drilled in Indiana. Most of these wells 
were tests for oil and gas, some probed 
for underground structures in which to 
store natural gas, and others sought spe­ 
cific information about, geologic condi­ 
tions underground. Rock samples from 
10,000 of these wells and rock cores from 
500 of them presently are filed in the 


Geological Survey’s Sample Library in 
Bloomington. 


Because each core and set of rock sam­ 
ples shows the true nature of rock forma­ 
tions at depth, geologists have found these 
sam ples to be one of the best tools in the 
search for new mineral resources. Rock, 
materials in the Survey’s Sample Library 
can be examined by the public without 
charge. 


Wild Flowers Grow Best 
In Their Own Habitat 
WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind - 
Although the proper place to 
enjoy wild flowers is in 'their 
natural habitat, they can be 
grown in home gardens, city 
parks, and school grounds. 
It is important to remember, 
however, that some species can 
only exist under certain con­ 
ditions. 
For instance, some 
plants 'require wet places, such 
as swamps and bogs; others 
prefer shady areas, slopes, 
ravines, rocky or sandy knolls. 
In other words, each species 
m u st'b e supplied with its 
natural environment. 
Fall seeding of most wild 
flowers 
is 
recommended. 


Native plants may he obtained 
from nurseries (in seeds or 
plants) or by gathering them 
(by permission only!) from 
their natural habitat. The first 
method generally proves less 
costly and more satisfactory.

First Aid 
For Mail-Order Woes

Mail-order shopping can be pleasant and thrifty. 
But it may also lead to problems. You receive the 
wrong color or wrong size or wrong item. Your mer­ 
chandise a r ri ves t wo m on ths 1 a te. Or it neve r a r ri ves. 
Consumers finally have a way of solving many of 
these problems quickly—through a new service of­ 
fered by the U.S. Postal Service (USPS). 


Under this new consumer 
protection 
program, 
Postal 
Inspection. 
Service 
divides 
complaints into two categor­ 
ies— problems caused by inef­ 
ficient business practices, and 
situations th a t may add up to 
cases of alleged 
fraud. In 
cases of inefficiency, the con­ 
sumer’s complaint is usually 
resolved more quickly than in 
cases of alleged fraud, H ere’s 
how: 
If you have not received 
merchandise you ordered or a 
refund you were prom ised, 
put your complaint in w riting 
and send it to your local post­ 
master. 
Include this inform ation: 
com pany’s nam e and address; 
brief explanation of your ba­ 
sic complaint; description and 
cost of m erchandise ordered; 
date order was m ailed; full 
details on method of payment 
(credit card, money order or 
check—date and number of 
check and date cashed,); if 
and when you have already 
complained to company. 
If there is an investi­ 
gation pending ag a in st the 
com pany, your letter will he 
added to that file and you will 
he notified. 
If 
no 
investigation 
is 
pending, 
Postal 
Inspection 
Service will notify the mail­ 
order company about 
your 


complaint and will give the 
company a chance to make 
good im m ediately. US PS will 
also notify you of the action 
it has taken. 
If the mail-order compa­ 
ny does not cooperate, Postal 
Inspection Sendee will start, a 
thorough investigation. This 
may lead to civil or criminal 
prosecution against the com ­ 
pany. 


Postal Inspection Service 
has been conducting this type 
of 
investigation 
for 
more 
than 100 years. (In fact, pos­ 
tal inspections were the first 
Federal effort to protect con­ 
sumers from swindlers.) 


W hat is new about the 
“new” protection program is 
that now Postal 
Inspection 
Sendee will informally con­ 
tact 
m ail-order 
m erchants, 
without 
formal 
investiga­ 
tions In a pilot project, this 
approach 
quickly 
resolved 
about 8(1 'percent of the con­ 
sum er com plaints. 


In 
dealing 
with 
m ail­ 
order problems, as with most 
consum er problems., w ait a 
reasonable length of time be­ 
fore lodging a complaint; the 
company may he swamped 
with orders. It is also sensi­ 
ble to contact the com pany 
on your own before you com­ 
plain to USPS.

B.v BRUNT BOWERS 
NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
down-and-outers 
are 
pouring 
into the flophouses and soup 
kitchens of Manhattan's Skid 
Row, and worried city officials 
wonder how they'll be able to 
feed 
and 
shelter 
everybody 
when winter comes. 
“That’s when the flood will 
hit," said Dr.. Robert Reich, a 
psychiatrist with the Human 
Resources Administration and a 
frequent visitor to the dimly lit. 
rubbish strewn streets along 
the Bowery. 
“ Right 
now. 
facilities 
are 
overcrowded. The men who are 
still sleeping outdoors will have 
to go indoors soon —but most of 
the hotels are full.” 
Frank Wexler. the agency’s 
assistant director for institu­ 


tional services, says the new­ 
comers are putting a strain on 
the city’s main dining room for 
derelicts, 
the 
Shelter 
Care 
Center for Men. 
“ It's the worst it’s been since 
the early '50s.“ he said... “ Right 
now. we’re feeding 1,500 men a 
day at the shelter -a b o u t 20 
per cent more than at the same 
time last. year. 
If we keep 
getting men at the same rate, 
we’ll be in trouble." 
Wexler blamed the depressed 
economy 
for 
the 
crisis. 
“They're drifting in from all 
over the city," he said. “ Most 
of them have just marginal 
skills, 
and 
they 
just 
get 
squeezed out whenever there’s 
a crunch.” 
Another problem is that a lot 
of men who usually migrate 


south when winter comes are 
staying put this year. 
“Transportation costs are up, 
and word is getting around that 
there’s just nothing for them in 
Florida anymore,” Reich said. 
He 
also 
said 
most 
state 
mental 
institutions are 
now 
releasing “chronically dysfunc­ 
tional” patients —those who 
have permanent disorders but 
are able to “get by" —on the 
theory 
local 
com m unities 
should care for them. 
“A lot of them gravita If to 
places like the Bowery," he 
said. 
Struggling to make ends meet 
in the Bowery and its side 
streets, however, 
is 
nothing 
new' for either the bureaucrats 
or the bums, 
What is new- are the hordes of 
young, 
aggressive 
derelicts 
pouring into the area. 
“ Nearly 40 per cent, are now 
under 30,” Wexler said. “A lot 


men are getting

The m ost p r o b a b l e - 
“ sc en a rio ” for U.S. ag ricu ltu re 
in the future, the econom ists 
said, involves a continuation of 
present tren d s to an era w here 
“ a relatively fewr large farm s 
w ill 
d o m in a te

production se cto r.” 
The rep o rt predicted a large 
num ber of sm all farm s would 
survive, but it said m ost of 
these

getting the bulk of their incom e 
from nonfarm jobs.

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The Question of Drug Reactions 
By AL ROSSI TER JR. 
UPI Science Editor 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
spite 
claims 
that 
harmful 
reactions to drugs are costing 
America wasted dollars and 
needless deaths, the head of a 
Boston drug study program 
says most drugs in use today 
are remarkably safe when their 
bad effects are weighed against 
'the good. 
Dr. H ershel Jick said the 
Boston Collaborative Drug Sur­ 
veillance Program, in operation 
since 1966. found that at least 
one 
advene 
drug 
reaction 
occurred in about 30 per cent of 
19,000 hospitalized persons stu­ 
died. 
If the Boston experience is 
indicative of national trends, he 
estimated. 
3 
million 
people 
suffer some kind of undesired 
reaction to drugs in hospitals 
each year. 
Jick also said about 3 per 
cent of patient admissions in 
Boston area hospitals are the 
result of adverse drug reac­ 
tions, indicating hundreds of 
thousands 
of 
people 
enter 
hospitals annually because of 
bad effects of drugs. And he 
said that the Boston experience 
implies about 29,O0O people die 
annually from drug effects. 
. “ Although 
these 
figures 
might be interpreted as indicat­ 
ing that drugs are very toxic, 
, re-examination of the data from, 
a different perspective sug­ 
gests, on the contrary, that 
drugs are remarkably non tox­ 
ic," Jick said in a report in the 
Oct. 
17 issue of 
the 
New 
England Journal of Medicine. 
In the first place, he said the 
great majority of drug reac­ 
tions, although associated with 
discomfort, are minor and short 
lasting. The five most common, 
reactions reported in the Boston 
study were nausea, drowsiness, 
diarrhea, vomiting and rash. 
Of the 46 Boston patients 
whose deaths were' attributed to 
a drug or drugs, Jick said one 
third had advanced cancer and 
another third had. advanced 
alcoholic liver diisease. Eight 
patients were already judged to 


be terminally ill and Jick said 
doctors believed 25 others were 
likely 
to 
die 
without 
drug 
therapy. 
‘“Thus, less than one third of 
the drug-attributed deaths oc­ 
curred 
in 
patients 
with 
a 
reasonably 
good 
short-term 
prognosis,” he said. 
“Serious adverse reactions 
are uncommon. They tend to 
occur in patients who are quite 
ill and tend to be restricted, to a. 
relatively 
small 
number of 
■drugs that, by their nature, are 
known to be quite hazardous. 
Drug 
induced 
deaths 
are 
quite rare and usually occur in 
patients who are severely ill. 
The m ajority of deaths are 
attributed to a small number of 
drugs. 
“From the character of these 
drugs one may safely assume 
that the number of deaths 
produced is quite small in. 
relation to the numbers of lives 
saved by these drugs,” Jick 
said. 
Jick also noted that drugs are 
heavily used in the United 
States. 
A 
10-month 
study 
carried 
out 
in 
24 
Boston 
hospitals in 1972 suggested, that, 
at least 75 million adults take 
one or more drugs at least once 
a week and usually every day. 
“It is evident that the large 
number of hospitalizations re­ 
sulting 
from 
adverse 
drug 
reactions is a reflection more of 
the vast usage of drugs than of 
their toxicity,” he said. 
“ If we wish to reduce the 
amount of drug toxicity sub­ 
stantially, we must reduce the 
number of drugs that people 
take.”
